In thill writer’s opinion “in the 
t^id thv -uft t means I'f keeping in 
1 flatkift under control is to increase 
1 conipetiiion” and to lhl^ end he con.

U is interesting to note that the 
Chairman of LC.l., addressing

Reduction of real wages by one means 
or another seems an essential condition 
of Britain's entry into the Common 
Market. 

The economic committee of the 
General Council of the T,U,C, in a 
letter to the Chancellor of the Ex¬ 
chequer warns him that he will run 
the economy into a “serious define" 
wutli higher uncnipfoyment, idle 
maGhincs, and lower investment, if 
he docs not take corrective action at 
once. They suggest a further cut 
in the bank rate, an end to the wage 
pause and a reduction in the sur¬ 
charge on indirect taxes. In other 
words they suggest a reversal of all 
the measures taken last July by the 
govemmeni in the “national inter- 
esT"! Bui then they accuse the 
governnient of having completely 
misjudged the situaiiofi in July 
w^hen, they declare, far from there' 
being an inflationary situation, there 
was “a levelling ofT” in aciivhy, so 
that “plant is now standing idle in 
more than half of nianulaciuring 
establishments”. The letter adds 
that

impofin barely less, imports of nikinu- 
facturing gneids having ri>n:n sharply.

Thif all srjuads very impressive, 
but whether the movement of short- 
unic iiioiicy has got any thing io do 
v-ith human needs is anoihet 
mauer!

It is believed that the Government 
wishes to be able lo assure the Euro¬ 
pean countries that British membership 
of the Common Market would itol open 
the door lo Commonwealth immigraiion 
inio Europe. 

A group of Conservatives, who oppose 
the Common Market negotiations, have 
tabled an amendment to the Bill which, 
it is hoped, will reveal the Cabinet's in- 
tendons. The amendment says that Ihe 
vital part of ^the Bill which controls 
Commonwealth immigration shall not 
operate if Britain makes an agreement 
permitting non-Commonwealtb citizens 
to enter the count ry on terms more 
favourable Ihan those applying to Com¬ 
monwealth citizens.

w*orkcrs in striving to better llicir 
conditions should consider what 
effect their actions may ha%^c on the 
public, for they and their fellow- 
workers and tbeir families arc the 
public. But w'c equally believe that 
so Jong as the system of production 
and distribution is as it is, and so 
long as workers arc robbed of the 
full fruits of their labour and are 
denied free access to the means of 
production they are morally entitled 
to do all within their power to 
weaken and ultimaidy. if they can* 
destroy the present fioancjal basis 
of our economy. 

“FuU-empIoymcnt" as we have 
pointed out on other occasions be¬ 
longs to the vocabulary of wage 
slaves and not of free men* Free 
men will work to provide the needs 
of life for the community: that these 
needs could be satisfi^ by everv 
able-bodied adult working, "for the 
sake of argument, an average of two 
hours a day, would giye no one a 
feeling of insecurity: nor would it 
be felt necessary to obtain the ser¬ 
vices of an army of ideas-men and 
salesmen to think up some use that 
the machines could be put to to 
keep them going eight hours a day! 
You agree? But this is what hap¬ 
pens today in the “affluent'’ coun¬ 
tries- Office workers because they 
are paid to, must sit at their desks 
for a certain number of hours a week 
even though they could do the work 
given them m two or three hours a 
day* XTravel through the City on 
top of a bus and look into those 
offices of human boredom and of 
knitting and newspapers tucked 
away in office drawers, that fine 
your route, to get a picture of the 
slavery of our times). Again* to 
keep the wheels of industry tummg 
—and the more shifts they work the 
more profits for the shareholders— 
goods must be produced not to last: 
goods are produced which will satis¬ 
fy a short-live^ artificially-created 
craze and are then discarded: high 
pressure salesmen are engaged to 
convince you that your needs are 
much greater than you have ever 
imagined and more "than £400 mil- 
lions a year are spent in advertising 
to prej^ue the way for the super- 
salesmen ! And all tfife in order to 
employ capital and, as one advert¬ 
isement put it “make your money 
work for you". 

But this is not enough to satisfy 
the ever-growing appetite of ever- 
growing financial interests and so a 
fcarge number of people and huge 
quaniities of raw materials are ab¬ 
sorbed in producing the weapoas for 
our “deSfe^", This is a very profit- 
aWc line since a large proportion of 
the weapons (thanks to the giant 
strides made by science and techno- 
tegy? are obsolescent by the rime 
they come off the production lines. 
And ite means that everybody con- 
aojoys fuJJ-empIoymcnt (in- 
in America* an army of 
who have lop jobs in the 
industries concemed). the wheels of 
industry keep tuniing, raw materials 
are gobbled up, and the shareholders 
are well-satisfied. 

Alright, wc know that m^n docs 
not Jive by bread alone. But doesn't 
it strike you that not only does one 
have to go a Jong way round to get 
the bread under raipilaljsm. but t£it 
in the process you haven't much 
lime left to eat it and enjoy it be¬ 
cause you have also been producing 
things like Nudear Bombs and use¬ 
less gadgets w|ik^ you never asked 
for? 


JN this country you can generally 
meet %v]th tolerance in the Press 
for unconventional ideas. But there 
is a big difference in the attitude 
when it comes to putting these idea^ 
into practise. As was to be expec¬ 
ted, the announcement by the Com- 
tmnee of fOO of H$ national disobe¬ 
dience day, which includes making 
things more difficult for the admire 
istmtors of law and order, has been 
strongly deprecated both by the 
Otfar^im and the Aew Sfa/esmoft. 
With the title “How to Lose Sym¬ 
pathy” the Guardian's first leader 
last Tuesday week pointed out 
that “Lord Russefi's long life has 
not yet taught him that e.xlrcnic 
militancy seldom works in this coun¬ 
try. at least in home affairs"* It 
goes on to admit, reluctantly one 
feels* that “the committee has en¬ 
joyed some public syrnpathy" but 
concludes, after fisting all the ter¬ 
rible things the committee proposes 
to do to clog up the wheels of the 
law that “this time the police will 
be the ones to enjoy public sym¬ 
pathy* whether they try to stop the 
demonstrations by legal steps uken 
beforehand or only on the spot". 
How superficial, how slender is the 
so-called tradition of freedom when 
it comes to the point of people 
W’anting to exercise and defend their 
freedom* for then the voices of the 
establishment are down on Them 
like a ton of bricks* 


Action is Another Matter 


To the Gitardrans credit it pub¬ 
lished a spirited letter from our 
comrade Nicolas Walter in which he 
ably defends the Committee of lOO's 
proposed action in these ternis: 

Sir,—Your firsi leader of November 
2! misses ihc point of th<rgrowjng mdi- 
taney oE ihc Committee of 100. The 
Committee's arm is not primadiy to 
cause more and more rneonvenfence for 
the public or more and more work for 
the police; nor is ii to wm meaningless 
sympathy from liberal-minded people for 
whatever martyrdom the authorities 
choose to inflict. 

Our aim is to make Ordinary people 
aware that they are all on the edge of 
an appalling abyss* and to dissociate 
ourselves publicly from the policies that 
threaten to hurl mankind right over the 
edge. This can only be done by drama¬ 
tic means, such as mass meetings, mass 
marches, mass lobbies, mass sit-downs* 
and nonviolent direct action. Formerly 
the Committee of 100 has coicentrated 
on civil disobedience; now it is turning 
to true direct action, and is trying to 
sustain its impetus by filling the local 
prisons imrncdjatejy afterwards as well. 

Marty people will march but will not 
break the Jaw; some will break the law 
but wiU accept bail* pay fines and agree 
to be bound over: some prefer to go to 
prison; and some will even withhold 
names and addresses and refuse to eat 
or walk. We all have our own limit. 


our own position, our own choice: we 
all work out our own compromise bc- 
tw'cen comfort and conscience. You 
will never find (he Comma ice "getting" 
people to do this or that* any more than 
you will find its leaders "inciting" pcopic 
to sit down, The Committee makes its 
rccommenda lions, and each supporter 
makes up his own mind for himself. 
This is one of the best tbinss about the 
nudear disarmament rnovemeni, * some¬ 
thing that neither the press nor the 
police seem to understand. 

It is objected that passive rcsisiance is 
unfaij‘ to the police, who are not respon¬ 
sible for Government policy* No* but 
they (like the armed forces) arc a limb 
of Government policy, a vital organ of 
the authority of the Stale. Would you 
prefer us to obstruct pariiamentary de¬ 
bates or Cabinet meetings? That may 
comcj but in the meantime wg seem to 
be chiefly opposed by the paid servants 
of the State. 

We are not concerned with the particu¬ 
lar trouble we do or do not cause, or 
wiib the particular sympathy we do or 
do not win. We arc concerned with, 
making a moral, impact on both rulers 
and ruled, and if this involves making 
trouble and losing sympathy then wc 
must make trouble and lose sympathy 
as circumstances demand. For oddly 
enough, a first leader about us in the 
Gtmrdrffn always turns out to be for US, 
even when it sets out to be against us.—

NationaLCivil Disobedience Day 

Tin » 


'PJHcEmkEk ViK the Commirree oj 
100 hopes, will be national civil 
disobedience day in Britain. Besides 
their plans for action at Wethersfield and 
Ruislip which has been organized by 
the London Gommittee. other demonstra¬ 
tions that day will be at York* Man¬ 
chester, Brize Norton, Cardiff and Bris¬ 
tol. The Committee is calling for 
50,000 supporters for these demonsira- 
tions* 

The Committee of 100 is urging as 
many supporters as possible to go to the 
Wethersfield action because a more am¬ 
bitious programme is planned for there : 
demonstrators will walk on to the air 
base and sil in front of the H- bombers, 
while others block the entrances. 

Coachloads of demonstrators will 
leave London at 9.30 a.m. and transport 
from other directions is being arranged. 
Separate coaches will be provided for 
those intending to block and those pre¬ 
paring to enter the base. Final briefings 
will then be given in the coaches. The 
Goramittee told the press that if the 
authorities attempted to stop the coaches 
leaving London alternative transport 
plans were in hand. (If some of the 
organisers or marshals are arrested be¬ 
fore the demonstrations/all actions will 
continue as planned.) 

Those entering the base will cross the 
surrounding fields from points along the 
perimeter roads and—says the briefing 
document published this week—"sit m 
front of the aircraft and the fuel and 
H-bomb storage sites.” The main run¬ 
way* it adds, will not be blocked to any 
incoming planes. 

“The intention is to ground all aircraft 
and demand the reclaiming of the base 
for civilian purposes. Each group will 
remain at the base for as long as pos¬ 
sible.” 

The two main entrances to the base 
will be blocked by demonstrators sit¬ 
ting. They plan to remain there until 
7 p.m* unless removed, “ff the police 
make arrests, however," adds the docu- 
mcni* "we ask everyone to continue the 
demonstration in solidarity for as long 


as possible. Go limp and offer not re¬ 
sistance if arrested." 

For the action at the US Air Force 
Headquarters* the Committee of 100 is 
asking detrionstrators to assemble at 
South RuisJip underground station (Cen¬ 
tral line) at 2 p.m. Contingents of 
demonstrators will arrive by various 
routes and from opposite directions at 
the entrances, some of which wfij be 
blocked by the Committee's Middlesex 
group* "In every case/" says the Com¬ 
mittee. “we shalJ march across the full 
width of the roads."' The entrances will 
be blocked from 3-9 p*m., or as long as 
possible if any arrests are n>ade. 

Besides the developments in the walk- 
on action at Wethersfield, the Committee 
plans to further the effectiveness of its 
demonstrations on December 9 by re¬ 
commending that demonstrators remafn 
limp and refuse to co-operate in any 
way unni instde the police station (in¬ 
stead of until arrested* as previously). 
This will enable the demonstrations to 
continue for a longer period. 

We are as usual." the Committee 
continues, "asking aJl those who feel 
able to refuse to accept bail, to refuse 
to pay fioes, and to refuse a binding- 
over order* This time, in addition* we 
are recommending that people refuse to 
give their name and address* 
iic 

"In the past the authorities have been 
able to impose fines* allow time to pay, 
and then arrest one by one in the suc¬ 
ceeding weeks and months those who 
refused to pay. We are calling for at 
least t,000 demonstrators to pledge them¬ 
selves to refuse to give their names and 
addresses so that they wifi hav^e to be 
dealt with immediately as a body. This 
will add enormously to the impact of the 
demonstration." 

There will be a London briefing meet¬ 
ing for Wethersfield and Ruislip demon¬ 
strators at Unity House (the Euston Road 
Headquarters Of the National Union oC 
Railway men) on Saturday, December 2* 
at 2,30 p.m. Copies of the briefiing 
document are available froni the Com¬ 


mittee at 13 Goodwin Street, London, 
N.4. (ARChway 1239). 

Details of the other demonstrations* 
and the addresses of the local Com¬ 
mittees are as follows: 

The Oxford Committee of MOO (22 
Waterperry, Oxford) is planning to block 
and immobilise Che strategic bomber 
base at Brize Norton* A short support¬ 
ing march and vigil at the base are also 
being planned for those unable or un- 
wifling to commit civil disobedience* 
Committee of 100 supporters in the 
Midlands are being urged to go to the 
Brize Norton action. Details of trans- 
poit are available from Simon Hurdley* 
4 Pakenham Road, Bimiingbam J5. 
(Calthorpe 3175.) The area ehvisaged 
for transport includes Wofverhamptorr, 
Coventry, Derby and Leicester* 

In York demonstrators at the North¬ 
ern Command Headquarters will demand 
to look round the nuclear weapons con¬ 
trol centre there and if they disapprove 
of what they see will sit do^vn inside* 

If they are not allowed in they will sit 
outside. The Yorkshire Committee of 
100 is at Brook House, Fariington, York. 
(Stilling^on 364*) 

A lawful meeting in central Bristol ^s 
scheduled for f>ecember 9, but there 
will be civil disobedience in the event 
of police interference. The West of 
England Committee of lOO’s address is 
9 Cornwallis Crescent Brf,^tol S. (Bristol 
33412.) 

Demonstrators will assemble at 3.30 
p.m* in the Court Yard of the John 
Wesley Chapel* Brcadmead* and march 
to the city centre for a public assembly. 

At Cardiff on December 9 demon¬ 
strators will sit down outside the castle 
and fix on its door a declaration of their 
resistance to nudear policy* The WctsJi 
Committee of 100 is at Morel Buildings, 
Stuart Street, Bier Head, Cardiff, (Car¬

The North-West Committee of 100 is 
organising the Manchester sit-down — 
oULside the Town Hall—from 140 Upper 
Parliament Street, Liverpool 8.

Seaton Strikes Again 

The longest sentence passed by Mr 
R* E* Seaton, chairman of London 
Sessions was imposed yesterday on lames 
Robert Styles* 47, described as a stage 
artist, of no fixed address. 

Styles* sentenced to 14 years' preven* 
trve detention, pleaded guilty to stealing 
a JEL500 car; obtaining by false pretences 
a £240 diamond ring: obtaining clothing 
by false pretences and attempting to 
obtain a i3S5 gold watch by faLse pre¬ 
tences* 

Me asked (he Court to consider 20 
further offences which concerned pro¬ 
perty worth £2.JJ7. Styles hud J5 pre¬ 
vious convictloTO and had served sen¬ 
tences of three pehnj sefvUude,

five years' preventive detention, two of 
seven years' preventive detention and one 
of eight years' preventive detention. 

Styles said he had spent 30 years in 
prison. He added. ‘The trouble starts 
when a rnan comes out of prison and 
cannot get a job." 

Mr* Seaton told him* “You are an 
absolute pest lo society when you arc 
out of prison.” 

Is this man really such a pest to 
society? How many members of 
society, we wonder, possess a £1,500 
car, a £240 diamood rin,g or a £3S5 
gold watch? A very small number 


surely, and one can wdi traagine 
that these inexpensive little trinkets, 
not to mention the car, were all 
insured. So at the most it coiiid be 
said that this “pest" is a minor 
nuisance to the insurance companies 
and to a few well-to-do people who 
won't in any case Jose anything by 
his actions. But of course"these are 
the important people, these are the 
pillais of society* And so this mis¬ 
erable man of 47 who declares that 
he has spent 30 years of his life in¬ 
side is sent back. 

What a commentary on iJ^e penal 
system. And what a’nasty pieCe of 
work Mr. Seaton makes liimself out 
to be?

The film is a film within a filtn. a 
documcniary film maker and his assist¬ 
ant are in the squalid room rented by 
Leach, with a group of dope addicts 
(including a jazz quanetj waiting for 
Cowboy to turn up with "the fix”. i,c,. 
the dose of a narcotic— heroin, sufficient 
to set them up for the day. Very liitlt: 
happens in the fil m, as the camera man 
keeps saying. ‘That's the way it is 
TliaVi, the way ii -really is.” It is an 
anii-cjnema movie in the Brechiian- 
Becket anii'lheaife tradition. 

The anate of vision changes froni 
seeing it through the big camera, to the 
liand camera, to the eye of the beholder. 
Tht actors non-aclinely address the 
audience, ihe camera-man and the pfO’ 
duccr. 

The moral of this amoral fifni is that 
weTc all drugged with something, "the 
peopJe who walk the sireeis, the people 
who work every day. the people who 
wo^^^ so mych about the next dollar, 
the next nevv coai. the chlcrrophyll 
addtcLs, the aspirin eJdicts, ihe viiamm 
addicts, iho^ people are hooked worse 
thin me” So .says Sam and Solly 
replies. *"They are.

N-layhe the liquor 
liihby. I once heard it was a plot of 
Lhc rich. Beats me." Cowboy says, 
“.Who cafes'? Man, they got a bomb, 
haven't Ihey/ Protect us from ourticlvcs 
Man, the Japanese cals dotiT feel that 
way . . . Everything that's illegal is 
iliegil because it makes more money for 
more people that way.” 

Later the discossJon comes up uboui 
the necessity for lhc drug traffic to be 
control led. The dtKrtors arc suggested 
as the controllers. Cowboy says: "Man. 
doctors W'Oudn’t help me, I'd be out of 
a job. HdL the doctors would be the 
big connection,” 

in the film, Solly merely says, "I don't 
trust them.'* In the play he goes on, 
“Those are the people who mildly 
electrocute ibousands of people every 
\car. And how many prefrontal lobe- 
lomics are performed? Oh. no. I don I 
trust them as a group any more than 
I irusl the police us a group, Or Junkies, 
especiany the likes of Ernie and Leach.’* 

This is a good, thought-provoking 
film. But nci for squares. There ii 
Ihey Id I me, some good laiii playinp.
